is anticipated. 


In view of the graduation in 
June 
of no less than sixty Seniors this 
is

There will he the usual percentage of 
boys 
who 
will 
not 
return, 
either 
through failure to 
pass their 
exam­ 


inations, 
through 
going 
to 
other 
schools, or because they wish to enter 


some line of 
business. 
But, 
taking 
into account these losses, the 
enroll­ 


ment w ill go beyond that of any other 
year, if present indications are to lie 


taken as a safe method of estimate.

The alleged assault occurred late in 
the afternoon on the bridge about one- 
half mile from Em m itsburg. 
Miss B arry was so

following her encounter, that she was

get medical attention, for 
one of her arms which

real soldier, the almost sacred trophies 
of tin* different regiments become the 
spoils of Ile* Vidor*.

Continuo to throw sulphur en it until I 
it becomes soft enough to drill.

then sprinkle it with cyanide of |*»tas- 
fiuni. 
Then bent the I rob again to a I 
little above a red. 
The iron (thouId ! 
then Im* dipped in water and cooled. 
A rod treated In ibis way should be 
hard enough to resist the cut of a file 
and uisui breaking It should show that j 
the hardening has penetrated b* the 
Interior. 
The file should not cut the 
interior any easier than it did the out­ 
side.
